of Cyrano, that “a great

Thank God for mothers, 

This was small comfort,

Looking at it this way it 
now occurs to me that Iwas, 
you might say, led by the 
nose from infancy and that 
I might at least claim some 
kinship with those famous 
men whose deformities have 
inspired them to greater 
things. 


It was a point that my 
wife was wont to make re- 
peatedly when we were 
courting, I know now that 
she was after my money

Disease control involves everybody 


Plant and livestock dis- 
ease control is everyone’s 
business and Albertans can- 
not afford to become care= 
less or complacent, warns 
a spokesman for the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, 

Mr, J, B, Gurba, head of 
plant protection and disease 
control for the province of 
Alberta, said where there 
are heavy concentrations of 
either animal or plant pro- 
duction the danger of intro= 
ducing a major disease is 
that much greater and the 
effect of such a diseasu on 
the area’s economy would 
be all the more devastating; 
such as the foot and mouth 
outbreak that hit Britain’s 
cattle population last year. 
Similarly, imagine the eff- 
ect of the introduction of a 
serious disease into a 


heavily concentrated vege= 
table or sugar beet produc= 
tion area like southern 
Alberta. 

Thanks to federal plant 
protectton and health of ani- 
mals officers whose job it 
is to keep this country free 
from many ofthe severe dis- 
ease outbreaks that disrupt 
agricultural production 
in many parts of the world, 
Alberta farmers, gardeners 
and horticulturists have en- 
joyed relative freedom from 
disease, However, there are 
always possible loopholes in 
our defences against invas~ 
ion by insects and diseases 
and prevention is everyone’s 
concern.

Advances to aid farmers 


Prairie grain farmers will 
be eligible for full interest 
free cash advances in the 
new crop year even though 
outstanding advances have 
not been fully repaid. 

An estimated $65-million 
will still be outstanding on 
July 31 and as deliveries 
will not be sufficient for 
many grain farmers to re= 
tire these advances, the 
government has decided they 
will be eligible for the full 
advance when the new crop 
year opens August Ist, 

The decision means that 
producers will be entitled 
to advances of approximately 
$65-million more than would 
have been the case if advan- 
ces in the 1969-70 crop year 
were reduced by the amount 
outstanding from the current 
crop year, 

The ministers explained 
that this will have the effect 
of providing western grain 
producers with advance pay= 
ments in respect of both 
their 1968 and 1969 crops 
based on a six bushel quota, 
Thus those farmers whose 
delivery opportunities have 
been limited this year will 
be able to obtain an interest 
free advance that will pro- 
vide them with operating 
funds and their entitlement 
in the new crop year will not 
be impaired,

Guidelines for the MOTEF approach to a challenge:

The Terra Nova also has a new mast designed to prevent 
interference in her forest of more than 40 radio and radar 
antennae, and a new kingpost to improve her capability for 
transferring supplies from support ships, And her fuel oil is 
being purified almost to perfection by new equipment. 

Col, Keelan so far is ‘‘absolutely delighted’ with the results 
of the Terra Nova test and evaluation program, The new gear 
will be installed in three other Restigouche class destroyers 
and four destroyers (DDH 280) being built. 

Among the problems which lie ahead for MOTEF is the test 
wad evaluation of the DDH280 class, The first of this class is to 
commission in mid-1971 as a major step forward in ASW 
ships, It has many new and highly sophisticated systems, 
Another is the phase one evaluation of HMCS Bras d’Or, 
experimental hydrofoil warship.
